Officers on the inlying piquet are to be confi-

If an officer’s tour of duty happens when he 
is on the inlying piquet, he fhall immediately 
be relieved, and go upon that duty: and his 
tour upon the piquet fhall pafs him, although he 
fhould not have been uponit a quarter of an hour. 


Tf an officer’s tour of duty for the piquet, ge- 
ncral court martial, or fatigue, happens when he 
is upon any other duty, he fhall not make good 
that piquet, court martial, or duty of fatigue, 


when he comes off, but his tour fhall pafs.— — 


And in the like manner, if he fhould be upon a 
general court martial, or duty of fatigue, and 
his tour of guard or detachment fhould happen, 
fuch guard or detachment fhall pafs him, and 
he fhall not be obliged to make it good. 


When from peculiar circumftances, it 1s pro- 
bable that a confiderable time may elapfe before 
the fentence of a general court martial is de- 
clared, the members {hall be liable to return to, 
and do their duty with their refpective corps. 


_ When officers are given out in general orders 
for one duty, they are not to be taken off to be 
| | put 
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sis on any. other duty, without. previous ae 
miffion from head quarters. 


No officer is to exchange his duty with an- 


other, without leave of the commanding officer 


ef his regiment. 


Guards or detachments which have not march- 
ed off from the place of parade, or rendezvous, 
are not to be reckoned as a duty done; but if 
they fhould have marched off from the place of 
parade, it fhall be reckoned a duty, though they 
fhould be difmified immediately after. 


No regiment is to demand a tour of duty, un- 


lefs it has marched off the place of parade. 


General courts martial, whica have affembled, 
and the members been {worn in, fhall be rec- 
koned a duty, though they fhould be difmiffed 
without trying any perfon. 


Whenever the piquets are ordered to march to - 
any parade, itis not to be accounted a duty un-- 
lefs they march off that parade. 


The grenadier and light infantry companies are 
to be completed with proper men out of their re- 
{pective regiments, and to be kept as complete as 
circumftances will permit.

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‘When a detachment of grenadiers or light in- 
fantry is ordered, their own officers are to 
march ; and if fuch officers are on any regimen-

_ When corps join either in camp, garrifon, or 
quarters, the eldeft officer, whether by brevet

Officers with the rank of colonel are not liable. 
to be included in the ‘rofter of field officers; a _

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Captains having the brevet rank of field offi- 
cers, fhall do duty as field officers in the line, 


_and an overflaugh thall be allowed on their brevet

The. following are the rules we which the 
relative rank of the officers of His Majefty’s

Officers of the fencibles and militia rank to- 
gether, according to the dates of their pePECHNE 
commiffions. 


Officers of yeomanry cavalry and volunteer 
corps rank as juniors of their refpective ranks, 
with officers of the regulars, fencible, and militia

Officers ferving on the ftaff in the capacity of 
brigadiers, are to take rank and precedence 
from their commiffions as colonels in‘ the ar- 
my, not from the dates of their appointments as

Officers relinquitfhing their regimental commif- 
fions are not. to be confidered as retaining any 
rank in His Majefty’s fervice, either from them

Precedence of His Majefty's life-guards have the precedence 
“emen* of all other corps.—On parades, the horfe artil- 
lery, whether mounted or difmounted, take the 

right of all other cavalry. The cavalry, whether 

mounted or difmounted, take the right of the line, 

the royal artillery have the precedence of other 

infantry; the foot guards are the next in rank, 

then regiments of the line, according to their 

number and order of precedence; the militia 

regiments take rank after thofe of the line, ac- 

cording to their refpeétive numbers; but it is to 

be clearly underftood, that this regulation refers 

merely to circumftances of parade: on all other 

occations corps are to be diftributed, and drawn 

up, in the mode which the General, or other Offi 

cer commanding, may judge moft convenient 

and beft adapted to the purpofes of the fervice.

Prince of Wales, or Commander in Chief, being 
of the Royal Family ; and, except in thofe cafes, 
it fhall always remain with the regiment.

GUARDS AND OTHER DUTIES 


IN GARRISON AND IN CAMB 


THE following orders and regulations are to 
be ftriétly attended to in all garrifons, | 


The reveillé is to found or beat at break of 
day. | 


The troop or affembly is to found or beat at. 
o'clock in the morning. 


The retreat is to found or beat at fun-fet, after 
which no trumpet is to found, or drum to beat 
in the garrifon, except at watch fetting and tat- 
too, and in cafe of fire or other alarm. 


The trumpet is to found for watch-fetting, and 
the tattoo is to beat at o'clock, after which 
no foldier is to be out of his quarters,

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The founds for the trumpet and bugle horn, Trumpets and 
which were circulated in December, 1798, are to 
be adopted and ufed exclufively of any others by 
every regiment and corps of cavalry in His Ma- 
jeity’s fervice, 


‘It is extremely effential, that the mufic and muficand 
the drums and fifes fhould be attentive when Sues 

playing or beating for military purpofes, on oc- 
¢afions permitted by His Majefty’s Regulations, 

and above all in the ordinary and quick time 
marches, not to deviate in the moft trifling de- 

gree from the time which will allow, within the 
minute, the exaét number of fteps prefcribed by 

His Majefty’s Regulations; and the mufic for 

both flow and quick time fhould be praétifed 
under the direétion of the drum major with the 
plummet, until the exact prefcribed cadence has 

been acquired; the mufic and the drums thould 

be frequently practifed together, in order that 
when relieving each other in the quick march, 

the time may not differ in the fmalleft degree, 

but the cadence, according to regulation, be 
uniformly and uninterruptedly preferved. 


Every officer muft be provided with a fize-roll size rolls. 
of his troop or company, and muft on all occa- 
fions be prepared to account for every man and 
horfe of his troop, or company by name.. Each 
troop or company is to be fized and carefully 
infpected

The field officer of the day is always to be pre- 
fent at guard mounting ; no other officer under 
the rank of a general officer, except the adjutant 


general, and the deputy adjutant general, has 


any right to interfere, or to give any orders on 
the parade, to the town major. The governor, 
or commandant, whatever his rank may be, is of 
courfe an exception to this order. 


The following is the aadeie to be obferved- 
in mounting guards :

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front rank of each keeps its exact diftance from 
the front rank preceding it. When there are more 
officers than one belonging to the fame guard, 
the fecond in rank is to take poft, and to march 
paft the commanding officer on the parade, at 
the head of the laft divifion, inftead of being in 
the rear of it. When there is an officer fenior to 


the field officer of the day, on the parade, the. 


guards are to march by and falute him: the 
field officer of the day, in that cafe, marching 
at their head. 


The foregoing regulations refpecting mounting 
guards are drawn up with a reference to a fingle. 
battalion. With certain necetfary and obvious 
alterations, they are equally applicable to ‘a 
garrifon ; in the latter inftance, the commandant 
will give the word of command, the town major 
_ or brigade major will colleét the reports. 


_ All officers not in the ranks are to place them- 
felves in the rear of the commanding officer of 
the parade. 


In all garrifons where there is a field officer 
of the day, he is to appear mounted, on the pa- 
rade. 


In fmall garrifons, a captain is to do the duty 
of a field officer of the day, in the fame manner 
in all refpeéts, except that his being mounted 
may be difpenfed with.

A non-commiffioned officer, with a_ 
file of men, is frequently to vifit the fentinels,

Officers commanding guards when going to 
vifit their fentinels are to mention their inten- 
tion, and the probable time of their abfence, to 
the next officer in command. 


Every officer on guard is expeéted to make 
himfelf acquainted with the orders of the 
guard, as alfo with .thofe which each fentinel 
ought to have on his poft. He is to infpet 
every relief, both on going out to their potts, 
and returning from nen He is alfo watchfully 
to fuperintend the condué& of the non-commif- 
fioned officers, taking care that. they are exact 
in the performance ‘of their duty, that they 

maintain 
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maintain a proper authority, and prevent any 
fpecies of irregularity amongft the men. He 
~ muft particularly afcertain that the corporals 
themfelves are well informed with refpe@ to the 
orders they are to deliver to the feveral fentinels, 
whom he muft frequently vifit, to be affured that 
they know their duty, and have received the 
proper inftructions. 


No non-commiffioned officer nor foldier is to 
quit his guard without leave, which 1s to be 
granted only upon particular occafions, and to 
very few at a time. The non-commiffioned 
officers are refponfible, that no drinking, fwear- 
ing, gaming, or other irregularity is allowed in 
the guard room. 


In relieving fentinels, the following mode is to 


be variably adopted. If the relief confifts of «ls 


lefs than four men, it is to be formed in a rank 
entire, the corporal on the right, dreffed with 
the front rank, with his arms advanced; he is to 
take care that the men march regularly, are fi- 
lent, and that the rear ranks (when the relief 
confifts of more than four men) are well locked 
up. On approaching the fentinel or fentinels to 
be relieved, the relief is to be halted at the dif- 
tance of ten or twelve paces from the poft, and

manner. On the appearance of an officer, they 
are to ftand firm on any part of their walk paying 
the compliment due, until the officer has paft, 
taking care to front the point fpecially recom- 
mended to their obfervance; for inftance, on a 
rampart or battery, &c. they will face outwards, 


During the night, fentinels are to face any 
perfons approaching their pofts, and ftand firm 
and in a ftate of preparation, with ported arms, 
till they have afcertained who is advancing 
towards them.

It is equally the duty of non- commiffioned 
officers and foldiers at all times, and in all fitua- 
tions, to pay the proper compliments to officers _ 
of the Royal Navy, and to officers of other re- 


giments (when dreffed in their uniforms), as to 


the officers of their ¢ own particular corps.

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_. When a foldier without arms, or with fide- 
arms only, meets an officer, he will continue to - 
move on, but he is to raife his hand to his 
cap, looking at the fame time in a. refpeciful 
and foldier-like manner at the officer, who, it | 
is prefumed, will ever feel difpofed to make a 
fuitable acknowledgment to the compliment he 
receives from a foldier. | 


Officers commanding brigades and regiments 
. are refponfible that this very effential point of 
difcipline is enforced with the moft {crupulous 
exa¢tnefs; and that a negleét of it is in no in- 
ftance allowed to efcape reprehenfion or punifh- 
ment, according - to the circumftances of the 
cafe., 7 


Though His Majefty’s Regulations difpenfe 
with guards turning out, as a matter of com- 
pliment, after fun-fet, this is by no means to 
prevent fentinels, when officers in untform ap- 
proach their pofis, paying them a proper atten- 
tion, by flanding fteady with carried arms, facing 
to their proper front: nor is this to be difcon- 
tinued until the evening is fo far advanced, that 
the fentinels begin challenging, and demand, the 
‘counterfign. It is incumbent on non-commif- 
fioned officers not on duty, and on foldiers not 
actually pofted as fentinels, to pay the fame at- 
‘tention and compliments to officers - (when 
dreffed in their uniforms) by night as by day.

expected to obtain a Paeuenee of their duty. 


Young officers fhould likewife attend all regi--

In regiments that have bands of mufic, one

It is the duty of all officers to take notice of 
any negligence or impropriety of conduct in 
non commiffioned officers and foldiers, whether 
on duty or off duty, although the perfon or per- 
fons fo offending fhould not belong to their par- 
ticular regiment. Any neglect of duty they 
are immediately to report to the officer com- 
manding the guard on which it has occurred; 
and they are enjoined to confine and to report 
to the commanding officer of the regiment to 
which the offenders belong, any non-commif- 
fioned officers or foldiers they may detect in dif- 
orderly praétices, or who may appear out of their 
quarters, conducting themfelves either in point 
of behaviour or appearance in a manner unbe-

With the 
view of promoting this objeét, as far as relates 
to the duties of parade, commanding officers of 
regiments are at their difcretion to take frequent 
opportunities of dire€ting the inferior field offi- 
cers and captains of the regiment to take the 
command of the parade, without any regard to 
their refpe€tive ranks, and in woe prefence to 
exercife the battalion. 

Generals commanding brigades, and reviewing 
Generals, are directed to make the moft ftri& en- 
quiries and obfervations on this head, and if they 
find any officers, who either from incapacity or 
inattention, are deficient in this part of their 
duty, it is incumbent on them to report their 
names to the Commander inf Chief, in order, in 


the firft inftance, that they may on no account _ 


rife to a higher rank, till they have proved them- 
felves equal to the performance of the duties at- 
tached thereto, and in the event of continued 
negligence or incapacity, that they. may be re- 
moved from the fervice, to which officers coming 
under this defcription, can only be confidered as 
an incumbrance; and in this cafe an equal de- 
gree of reprehenfion will attach to the command- 
ing officer, unlefs he has previoufly reported 
the circumftances to the officer commanding the 
brigade, or to the reviewing General.

Nothing more effentialky tends to the mainte- 
narice of regularity and good order, than that 
fyftem or chain of refponfibility, which fhould 
fubfift from the higheft to the moft inferior 
ftation; with this view each troop or company 
mutt be divided into as many fquads of infpec- 
tion as the number of fubaltern officers prefent 
will permit; fhould there be a deficiency in the 
number of non-commifliohed officers required to 
affift the fubaltern officers in the difcharge of 
this duty, corporals may be appointed to act as 
lance-ferjeants, and the moft approved private 
foldiers, as lance-corporals, who, if they conduét 
themfelves with propriety, fhould be promoted 
on the firft vacancies. The fubaltern officers,

In fome inftances, through the judici- 
ous interference of the General Officers com- 
manding in the diftriéts, certain regulations have 
been fo properly and effectually eftablifhed on

_ the comfort and welfare of the foldiers have at 
the fame time been duly provided for; and in 
other diftriéts, where the fame falutary interpa- 
fition had not been exerted, the charges for the 
extra price of meat have been made at fo higha 
rate, as not only to manifeft a material defe@ in 
the interior economy of regiments, but to thew 


an obvious mifconception of the principles on 


which alone fuch charges fhould properly be 
admitted againft the public; the effect of which 
mifconception has evidently been to raife the 
price of meat upon the inhabitants in general. 
The ferious attention of all the General Officers 
on the Staff is required to this important objeét.

before, this bounty was extended to them; much 


-Jefs was it intended to authorize their purchafe 


of the prime pieces exclufively: the carcafs, the 
fide, or quarter, of the beaft, (according’as cir- 
cumftances may require,) fhould be. purchafed 
together: the excefs, if any, being of courfe 
charged on the average price of the whole. 


. The certificates in fupport of the charges 
made in the regimental accompts for the exccfs 
of the price of meat beyond fixpence per pound, 


muft (in conformity to a form which has been 


circulated from the war office) be authenticated 
in all regiments ferving in brigade, in garrifon 
or cantonments, by the additional fignature of 
the general or other officer commanding.

The greateft attention is required in regard to 
the arrangement of the men’s arms, which muft 
always be kept in the moft perfe& order. 


The cavalry muft always have their faddles, . 
bridles, and accoutrements ready to put on their 
horfes on the fhorteft notice. 


The troops muft at all times be kept in the 
moft perfec readinefs to turn out, and it is ex- 
pected, that in half an hour from the time they 
receive the order to march, either in the night 
or day, the army fhall ftand formed at the head 
of its encampment, that the baggage fhall be 
packed, and the whole be prepared to move. 
This ftate of preparation is equally effential in

Movements of troops, or difpofitions of march, 
will not always be put in orders, but will be de- 
livered to fuch perfons only as they concern, 
nor is any one to expect more. to be communt- 
cated to Him, than is neceffary for the complete 
execution of the fervice required of him. 


All fufpicious perfons about the camp are to 
be apprehended, and fent under a proper guard 
to head quarters. 


Officers in the command of brigades or regi- 
ments are enjoined to provide for the regular 
performance of divine fervice, and for a due 
difcharge of all religious duties towards the 
men under their command, by the appointment 
of proper perfons to officiate as chaplains, and 
to enfure the regular attendance of officers and 
men at divine fervice. Their correfpondence 
on this fubjeét fhould be addreffed to the Chap- 
Jain.General, under cover to the Secretary at 


War. 


Officers commanding detachments and parties 
are refponfible for the due attendance of the men 
under their orders at the parifh churches neareft 


‘to their quarters, 


When- 
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‘Whenever His Majefty’s fervice may require Working par- 
it, foldiers are, and at all times have been, liable 
to be ordered by the fuperior officers on working 
parties as a duty. 


When it is neceffary to employ them as arti- 
ficers or labourers in the conftruction of perma- 
nent military works, public roads, and the mili- 
tary fervices required by the ordnance, and other 
departments of the army in the united kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, or in the iflands 
of Jerfey, Guernfey, &c. they fhall receive, in 
addition to their military pay, the following rates

Thefe allowances do not extend to the royal 
ftaff corps, the nature of whofe conftant duty is 
intimately connected with fervices of the above 
defcription. 


In fummer, the hours of aétual labour are ten, 
in winter, eight, and they will be paid in pro- 
portion for greater or lefs number of hours they 
- may be fo employed in each day.

It is to be thoroughly and clearly underftood, 
that except for the performance of certain du- 
ties at fieges, or in cafes that may appear to the 
General, or other Officer commanding, to be de- 
ferving of particular confideration, no fuch gra- 
tuity of working pay is to be extended to, or 
claimed by working parties in camp or on fer- 
vice, when work becomes the moft important of 
duties, when the bodily exertion of every indi- 
vidual of every rank muft be commanded to fa- 
cilitate the operations, ftrengthen the pofitions, 
and enfure the gencral fafety of the army, and 
when the ufe of the fpade, pick-axe and barrow 
are as effential for the defenfive, as that of the 
mufquet and bayonet are for the offenfive ope- 
rations of the army. 


It is likewife to be underftood, that officers | 
commanding regiments are not to furnifh work- 
ing parties without an order from the General 
Officer under whofe command they are ferving, 
and that all requifitions for permanent working 
parties to be furnifhed by the troops in Great 
Britain, fhall be fubmitted in the firft inftance 
to the Commander in Chief, except in cafes of 
immediate exigency. 


The levelling of ground in the vicinity of the 
camp or barracks, and making communications 
between different parts of them, are duties of 
fatigue, and are to be performed without any ad- 
ditional pay.

REGIMENTAL HOSPITALS, 


As ‘far as their Military Regulations are 
concerned, 


THE regularity and proper management of re- 


gimental hofpitals fo materially tend to the good: 


of His Majefty’s fervice, and fo much promote 
the comfort of the foldiers, that the necefflity of 
giving the moft conftant attention to thefe im- 
portant objects, cannot be too ftrongly impreffed 
on the minds of all officers in command. 


Officers commanding brigades are enjoined 
frequently to vifit the hofpitals of the regiments 
compofing their brigades, and minutely to in- 
veftigate the economy and order therein efta- 
blithed; to enquire into the ftate of the patients, 
their dick and attendance of every kind, and 
toenforce the ftriéteft obfervance of the hofpital 
regulations, : 


Thefe attentions are required ftill more in de- 
tail from commanding officers of regiments, 
who from perfonal obfervation have opportuni- 
ties of checking every abufe, and whofe duty 
it is to extend to the hofpitals the fame fyftem

Any 
patient convicted of fwearing, diforderly beha- 
viour, “infolent and provoking conduct towards 
the attendants, or of any deviation from the hof- 
pital regulations, mutt be feverely punifhed. 


The captain of the day is to report any irre- 
gularities he may obferve, to the commanding 
officer of the regiment.

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the general inftructions and fuperintendance of 
the Infpector General of Hofpitals, or other pro- 
feffional perfons, having authority for that pur- 
pofe.- It is the duty of the Infpector General of 
Hofpitals, and of fuch other officers of the me- 
dical ftaff as fhall be ordered for that purpofe, 


to vifit regimental hofpitals from time to time ; 


to obferve whether the hofpital regulations 
are ftri€tly adhered to, to enquire whether any 
caufes of complaint exift amongft the patients, 
and to fubmit to the Gencrals Commanding in 
diftricts, fuch local obfervations as he conccives 


may tend to the benefit of the fick. 


In every barrack and garrifon, it is in the de- 
partment of the Barrack Mafter General to pro- 
vide accommodation for the fick, in the pro- 
portion of one-tenth of the number of effectives; 
but when a regiment is in camp or cantonments, 
it is the bufinefs of the furgeon to procure an 
airy and commodious hofpital, taking particular 
care, that it is amply fupplied with wholcfome 
water. 


In camp, a tent will be allowed, which mutt 
be pitched upon the beft dry fpot of ground, 
in the vicinity of the regimental hofpital, to 
which it is granted as an aid, but muft not, ex- 
cept in cafes of abfolute neceffity, be itfelf con- 


fidered as the hofpital.

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The refponfibility for the order, regularity, 
and cleanlmefs of the regimental hofpital, for 
the diet and care of the patients, and for the 


general conduct and economy of the whole efta- 


blifment, refts entirely with the furgeon. Com- 
manding officers are enjoined to furnifh fuch 
military affiftance as may be neceffary for the 
attainment of thefe objeéts, and all non-com- 
miffioned officers, and others placed in the hof- 
pital, in aid of the furgeon, are commanded to 
yield the moft implicit obedience to the inftruc- 
tions they may receive from him, and to en- 
force in every inftance the moft minute ob- 
fervance of the hofpital regulations, which are 
to be fairly written and fixed on a board in the 
moft confpicuous part of the regimental hofpital. 


The furgeon fhould be confulted in the felec- 
tion of the ferjeant to be appointed to affift him 


in the hofpital; and it will tend materially to 


the benefit of the fick, that this non-commif- 
fioned officer, and the orderly men aéting in the 
hofpital, fhould be confidered as being in a per- 
manent fituation, and not liable to be removed 
except in cafe of mifdemeanour. 


A guard is to be conftantly furnifhed to the. 
hofpital, and the furgeon will fignify to the com- 
manding officer of the regiment, the particular 


orders which he wifhes to be given to the non- 
| commiffioned 
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commiffioned officer pomeuncne it, and to 
the fentries. 


When a foldier is fent into the hofpital, his 


arnis and accoutrements are, if poffible, to be left 
with his troop or company, and in no inftance is 
he to take his ammunition with him to the 
hofpital. 


Regimental {urgeons are enjoined to take under 


their care any non-commiffioned officers or fol- — 


diers of the royal artillery, or of other regiments 
(upon the commanding officer’s authority for 
fo doing being obtained) who, being abfent 
from the corps to which they belong, from there 
being no general hofpital in the neighbourhood, 
or from other unavoidable circumftances, are 
under the neceffity of applying to them for relief 
and atfifiance. In thefe cafes, the regimental 
paymafter muft repay to the furgeon the expence 
incurred, on the certificate thereof being figned 
by him, and counterfigned by the commanding 
officer; and the agent of the regiment to which 
the patient belongs, is ftriétly enjoined to repay 
the fame on demand, into the hands of the agent 
of the regiment, in whofe hofpital he has been 
received; the fignature of the commanding of- 
ficer of the latter is, in this inftance, to be 
_ deemed a fufficient authority. 


It is very defirable, that in every regimentaj 
hofpi:al, 
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hofpital, there fhould be an apartment appro- 
priated to convalefcents, whofe diet and mode of 
living muft remain under the direétion of the fur- 
geon, and who muft themfelves be, in every re- 
fpect, fubjeét to the hofpital regulations. <A 


trufty non-commiffioned officer muft be ap- 


pointed to the fuperintendance of the meffing, 
and conduét of this particular ward. 


Convalefcents, on coming out of the hofpital, 
are not to be put on duty, till the furgeon certi- 


fies to the adjutant, that they are perfeétly re- 


covered ; for which purpofe the furgeon, or 
affiftant furgeon, muft daily make a particular 
infpection of thefe men, at morning parade, to 
prevent any remaining longer exempted from 
duty, than the ftate of their health renders abfo- 
lutely neceflary. On a march, when circum- 
ftances will permit, the packs of fuch convalef- 
cents, as have not yet received certificates of 
their being fit for duty, fhould be carried for 


them. 


Convalefcents when difcharged from the hof- 
pital, fhould not be put immediately on public 
duties, but fhould-be employed for a certain time, 
on regimental guards only, where they are not 
liable to be fo much expofed to the weather, or 
to fatigue. 


The furgeon or affiftant {urgeon fhall attend 
all 
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all field days and parades witharms. No punith- 
ment is to be inflicted, but in the prefence of the 
furgeon, or of the affiftant furgeon, in cafe of 
any other indifpenfable duty pene the at- 
tendance of the furgeon. 


In cantonments and barracks, the quarters of 
the furgeon muft be near the hofpital, and the 
affiftant furgeon’s tent muft be pitched in its vi- 
cinity when a regiment is in camp. 


The inftructions for the economy and manage- 
ment of regimental hofpitals, framed by the prin- 
cipal officers of the army medical department, 
and fanéctioned by the Commander in Chief, 
are to be confidered as general orders: and all 
Generals commanding in diftriéts, and. officers 
commanding brigades and regiments, are enjoined 
to give them full effect, and by their authority to 
enforce the ftri€teft obfervance of them, within 
their refpective commands.

THE following regulations are to be obferved 
by regiments of cavalty employed upon the 
coaft duty. a , 


ift. The regiments ftationed upon the coaft 
fhall, as far as poffible, be fo. diftributed, that 
there fhall in no quarter be lefs than a fubaltern’s 
command ; if in any particular quarter unable to 
accommodate that number, it may be. neceflary 
to have a quarter-mafter’s or non-commiffioned 
officer’s party, that party fhall be confidered as 
under the command of the neareft commiffioned 
officer, who is to be informed when it is called 
out, with the view to his affuming the command 
of it, and reinforcing it, if oceafion requires. 


_ ad. It is very effential that officers employed | 
in this duty fhould, on their arrival at their re- 
fpective 
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| {pective pofts, make themfelves thoroughly ac- 
- quainted with all the roads in the vicinity, as 
alfo with thofe parts of the coaft which are moft

- QUT-POSTS, ADVANCED PIQUETS, 
AND DETACHMENTS. 


IT is very defirable that the duty of out- 
pofts fhould be performed by troops efpeci- 
ally feleé&ted for this fervice (with fuch fupport 
from the line as may be requifite) and be under 
the immediate direétion of fome General, or other 
Officer, particularly appointed to that command; 
but circumftances may render it neceffary, that 
this duty fhould be done from the line, in which 
cafe, the out-pofts fall under the command of 
the General Officers of the day, unlefs fome in- 
dividual officer is named to the command of 
them. | 


The duties of out-pofts are fo various, that 
they will ufually require detailed inftruétions 
according to circumftances; the following di- 
rections will however apply generally, and are 
moft ftriétly to be obferved. 


All out-guards march off without. trumpets 
- founding or drums beating. They pay no‘com- 
- pliments of any kind; neither do their fentries 
take any complimentary notice of officers paffing 


near their pofts.

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No guards are to prefume to moleft any per- 
fons coming to camp with provifions, and are on 
no account to exaét or receive any thing for 
their free pafiage. | 


Any officer, trumpeter or other perfon who 
comes from the enemy’s camp, is to be fecured 
by the firft guard he arrives at, till the orders of 
the General commanding are known. When 


a deferter comes in from the enemy, the officer 
commanding the poft, or guard, at which he firft 


arrives, is immediately to fend him under a proper 
efcort, (and without permitting him to be de- 
layed, or examined, or any queftions afked him) 
to the officer commanding the out-pofts, who, 
after afcertaining whether he brings any intelli- 


gence immediately relating to his own poft, will 


forward him to head quarters, 


The videttes and fentinels on the out-pofts are 


always to be double, No officers, foldiers, or 


followers of the camp, are on any account to be 
fuffered to pafs the out-pofts, unlefs they are 
on duty, or prefent a regular permit from head 
quarters. 


The men on advanced piquets are to carry 


their provifions with them, ready cooked, when. 


circumftances will permit. The cavalry to carry

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It is the duty of officers on all guards, to ‘in- 
fpect every relief of fentries, both when they go 
on and. come off their pofts; to call the rolls 
frequently, and by every means in their power, 
to keep the men under their command, in the 
moft perfect ftate of vigilance and preparation. 


. Officers commanding out-guards are to fend 
guides or. orderly men to the major of brigade 
of the day, or to the brigade major of their own 
brigades, as circumftances may require, in order 
to condu& the new guards, and to carry fuch 
orders as may be neceflary. -When the army is 

ona march, they muft apprife the brigade majors 
of the fituation of their —_ as foon. as taey 
arrive at them. 


All detachments of brigades which are or- 
dered to march immediately, are to be taken from 
the inlying piquets, and replaced direétly. 


Whenever detachments are compofed of 200 
men, or upwards, a furgeon or affiftant furgeon 
is to be fént from the corps of the officer who 
commands. On particular duties, the atten- 
dance of a furgeon, or mate, may be requifite 
with f{maller detachments. Detachments of 
cavalry, of 50 or upwards, muft be etenere by

poft, or advanced piquet, (whether of cavalry 
or infantry) arrives on his ground, he muft en- 
deavour to make himfelf mafter of his fituation, 
by carefully. examining, not only the fpace he 
actually occupies, but the heights within muf- 
ket-fhot; the roads and paths leading to or 
near his poft, afcertaining their breadth and 
practicability for cavalry and cannon:—He | 
fhould examine the hollow ways that cover the 
approach of an enemy; and, in fhort, confider 
all the points from which he is moft likely to be 
attacked. He will by thefe means be enabled 


to take meafures to prevent the poffibility of — 


furprife: and fhould he be attacked during the 
night, from the previous knowledge he has ob- 
tained of the ground, he will at once form a juft 
eftimate of the nature of the attack, and make 
his arrangements for defence, with promptitade 
and decifion. 


An intelligent officer upon an out-poft, even 
unprovided with intrenching tools, will mate- 
rially ftrengthen his poft, when the unobferver 
would remain inactive. A tree felled with judg- 
ment, brufhwood cut to a certain diftance, 
pointed ftakes about breaft high, placed on the 
point moft affailable by the enemy, -may be at- 
tended with the greateft advantages, and can be 
effected with the common hatchets, or bill hooks, 


with 
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with which the foldiers are provided for the 
purpofe of cutting fire-wood. 


Nothing checks the ardour of troops more 
than an unexpeéted obftacle, within paint blank 
mufket-fhot of the place attacked: this muft 
not be overlooked by an officer ‘who defends, 
and no impediment he can throw im the ene- 
my’s way, at that diftance from his poft, muft 
be neem unworthy his attention.

ON. ities nics the ek saatihal or his 
deputy acting with the army will . frequently 
make the tour of the camp, and its environs, and 
will have orders to feize fuch perfons as are 
committing diforders. 


The regiments encamped neareft villages muft 
fend frequent patroles into them, to apprehend 
fuch perfons as may be there without paffes, or 
who having paffes, may behave improperly. 


Any perfon committing wafte in gardens, or- 
chards, plantations, fields, or inclofures, will be 
mott feverely punifhed. 


Plundering and marauding, at all times highly 
difgraceful to foldiers, under the circumftances 
in which the army would take the field, in any 
part of the United Kingdom, and committed 
againft the perfons and properties of our own 
countrymen, whom it is our duty to prote¢t, 
will become crimes of fuch enormity, as to ad- 


mit of no remiffion of the awful punifhment, 
which 
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which the military law awards againft offences of 
this nature. The provoft marfhal in making his 
rounds, will be commanded to. execute it imme- 
diately, and in its greateft rigour, again{t all fuch 
as are detected in the fact. | 


If any foldier is bafe enough to attempt to 
defert to the enemy, on being ss alia he 
will fuffer immediate death. 


Any perfon forcing a fafe-guard will fuffer 
death. 


Thefe punifhments will attach equally to the 
followers of the camp, as to foldiers, and muft 
be explained to them by the officers command- 
-ing the regiments by which fuch followers are 
employed. 


The articles of war have decreed punifhments 
for the following offences. 


Death is the abfolute punifhment for cow- 
ardice, or mifbehaviour before an enemy, or 
{peaking words inducing others to do the like. 


For mutiny, or concealing a mutiny, defertion, 
fleeping on a poft, or quitting it before relieved, 
plundering after victory, quitting a poft in battle, 
compelling an officer to abandon or give up his 
poft, or perfuading others to do the like, cor-

The crimes of perfuading others to defert, of 
concealing, affifting, or relieving an enemy; of 
being abfent from the troop or company a fol- 
dier belongs to, abfence from duty, drunkennefs, 
and falfe alarms, are punifhable at the difcretion 
of a general or regimental court martial. 


All officers in the command of guards or de- 
tachments, are enjoined to give affiftance to the 
provaft marfhal in the-execution of his duty; 
and any officer or foldier impeding him in: the 
fame, or offering him any infult, will receive the 
moft exemplary punifhment.

GENERAL and STAFF OFFICERS. 


| IT is by the zealous exertions and conftant 
fuperintendance of the general officers, that the 
fyftem of difcipline which is effential to the re- 
_ putation and fuccefs of His Majefty’s arms, is 
to be eftablifhed and maintained. 


General officers commanding brigades, are 
expected very minutely to infpect the internal 
ceconomy and difcipline of the regiments under 
their orders: they are frequently to vifit the

they are never to leave their brigades till the 
tents are pitched, and the guards pofted: they 
muft always encamp with their brigades, unlefs 
quarters can be procured for them immediately 
in the vicinity of their camp.

All general officers fhould make themfelves 
acquainted, as foon as poflible, with the fituation 
of the country near the camp, with the -roads,

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with the out-pofts, that in cafe they fhould be 
ordered fuddenly to fuftain, or defend any poft, 
they may be able to march without waiting for 
guides, and be competent to form the beft dif- 
pofition for the fervice. They fhould inftrué 
their aides-de-camp in thefe particulars, and al- 
ways require their attendance when they vilit the 
out-pofts. 


An intimate knowledge of the fcene of action, 
and its neighbourhood, -muft give the greateft 
advantage to every officer, and enable him to 
difplay his talents, and execute his duty with 
honour to himfelf and advantage to his country; 
but this is more particularly expected from Ge- 
neral Officers, and others in confiderable com- 
mand. By maps, acquired local information, 
and unremitting activity and obfervation, they 
will attain this important obje&t; which, in our 
peculiar fituation, will enable them to a& with 
decided advantage againft an enemy, who muft 
be much embarraffed in his attempts to penetrate 
through fo intricate a country, which he can 
have no opportunity of previoufly examining. 
Guides may ferve in the common operations of 
marches; but near the enemy, the eye,.and intel-. 
ligence of the principal officers, muft determine 
the movements of troops, and enable them to 

 feize and improve every advantage. 


Brigademajors Brigade majors and aides-de-camp are to be 
appointed 
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appointed from the regular forces, not ‘exceed- we aidesde- 
ing four per battalion or regiment of cavalry, 

and (except thofe attending His Majefty and the 
Commander in Chief) muft not be a field 

officers of regiments, 


The detail of the — of the brigade refts en- 
tirely on the brigade major. He is confidered 
as an officer attached to the brigade, not per- 
fonally to the officer commanding it. His fta- 
tion on a march is in front of the leading regi- 
ment of his brigade; he is to encamp in the 
rear of the center of the brigade. . The brigade 
major, or an orderly adjutant, is to be conftantly 
in the lines of the camp of the brigade. Majors 
of brigade and aides-de-camp, are, as foon as 
poffible, to notify their General's quarters at head 
quarters. It is the bufinefs of the brigade ma- 
| jor to call in-the guards belonging to the brigade 
preyious to a march. 


No Officer under the rank of a General Officer, 
unlefs he commands the brigade (the Adjutant 
General excepted), has any right to give direc- 
tions to the major of brigade on the general 
parade, or to interfere with any party he is 
parading, till the major of brigade delivers it 
over to the officer who is to command it. 


All orders fent by aides-de-camp, are to be de- 
nue in the plaineft terms, and are to be obeyed 
with 
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with the fame readmefs, as if delivered perfonally 
by the General Officers to whom fuch aides-de- 
camp are attached. 


All appointments of aides-de-camp, brigade

His Majefty’s general Rules and Regulations 
for field exercife and movements, contain, as to 
thofe points, ample inftructions relative to reviews ; 
and to them Reviewin g Generals are to require in 
every inftance the moft minute conformity. Ge- 
neral Officers on reviewing or infpeéting a regi- 
ment will be required to render themfelves per- 
feétly acquainted with its interior economy and 
difcipline, to afcertain, by perfonal obfervation, 

: the 
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the ftriét conformity to all orders and fegula- 
tions, and are alfo fully and. faithfully to. report 
therefult of theirinveftigations on thefe heads, not 
failing to beftow on every defcription of officers, 
and particularly on the field officers, on whom 
the difcipline muft be expected moft materially 
to depend, that due proportion of commenda- 
tion or cenfure, which the condu@ of each in 
their feveral {tations fhall appear to deferve. 


They will be required generally to re@tify every 
irregularity that comes to their knowledge, and 
if they perceive that the officers or men, or 
both, are carelefs, inaccurate, or ill inftructed 
in their field exercifes, they are not only to ftate 
the particulars in their reports, but are alfo to © 
order fuch a courfe of drill, in conformity to 
the King’s regulations, as they may judge beft 
calculated to remedy what they have occafion 
tocenfure. They will direé& that their orders on 
this head are inferted in the orderly book of the 
regiment; and they will tranfmit a copy of them 
to the Adjutant General, with the review returns 
and reports, The General Officer next review- 
ing the regiment, will, in his report, ftate in 
what manner, and with what degree of good ef- 
feét, the order iffued at the previous review ap- — 

pears to have been obeyed. 


Reviewing or InfpeGting Generals will alfo ex- 
amine the ftanding orders and regulations of the

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regiment, and the courts-martial, which have fat 
fince laft review, that they may afcertain whe- 
ther the neceffity of frequent punifiments has 
been fufperfeded by the adoption of wife meafures 
for the prevention of crimes, and by the zeal

the difcipline of the regiment. They will (laftly) 
conform to His Majefty’s commands fignified in 
the various orders, which have been or may be 
iffued relative to clothing, appointments, and 
other objeéts, in which reference is made to the 
exainination and enquiry of reviewing or infpect- 
ing General Officers, and will not fail to infert.

Reviewing Generals are. moreover to require 
from the commanding officers of regiments a re- 
turn of the number of men difcharged, and re- 
gimental horfes caft, fince the preceding review, 
‘with the reafons thereof, as likewife.a return of 
the number of men propofed to be difcharged» 
and of horfes propofed to be caft, before the en-

REGULATIONS 
TO BE OBSERVED BY 


TROOPS EMBARKED ON BOARD TRANSPORTS 
FOR SERVICE ABROAD, 


PARTICULARLY BY THOSE DESTINED FOR THE 
WEST INDIES. 


PT CHE following Regulations and Obfervations 
from the principal Officers of the Army 
Medical Department, refpecting troops embarked 
on board tranfports, having received His Ma- 
jefty’s fanction, are to be firictly obferved. 


Precautions to | inci ] 
be oblereed. The principal objects are, 


I. To guard againft accidents by fire. 


IL. To preferve the health of the troops by. 
cleanlinefs, difcipline, regularity in meffing, and 
general attention to the treatment and conduct 
of the foldiers while on board. 


Fire, A fentry is conftantly to be placed at the 
cooking place or caboofe; or one on each fide, 
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if the number of foldiers on board the veffel are 
fufficient ; with orders not to allow fire of any 
kind to be taken without permiffion. 

The commiffioned officers are to confider it 
their efpecial duty, to fee that, in fumigating the 
tran{ports, every poffible prevention be ufed to 
guard againft accidents by fire. The command- 
ing officer on board is required to pay perfonally 
the moft ftri@ attention to this object. 


All lights are to be extinguifhed at eight 


o’clock at night, except the lights over which 


there may be fentries; a report of this order 
being complied with, is to be regularly made at 
the time to the commanding officer, by the of- 
ficer of the watch ; the officers’ lights to be ex- 
tinguifhed at ten o’clock, unlefs the command- 
ing officer on board fhould give his permiffion 
occafionally fora longer time. No lights are to 
be fuffered among the men except in lanthorns. 


No {moking to be allowed BETWEEN decks. 


The frequent fumigation of the fhip is deemed 
highly material, in order to prevent mifchief 
from confined air. The materials for fumigation 
may be brimftone with faw-duft; or the brim- 
ftone may be thrown over hot coals. Nitre, to. 
which a little vitriolic acid is added; or com- 
mon falt, with the fame addition of vitriolic acid.

This operation is always to be performed under 
the immediate eye of the medical .officer on 
board, to prevent improper quantities of the 
articles being ufed. 


Whenever circumftances will permit, it is in- 
cumbent on commanding officers, previous to 
the embarkation of the men under their orders, 
perfonally to infpect the tranfports, and to afcer- 
tain that every ecetany accommodation 1s 
provided, 


As foon as the troops are on board, and before 
they are permitted to go below, an officer of each 
company is to fee that the arms and accoutre- 
ments are taken from the men, and placed in 
order over their refpective births; if cleats or 
flings are not already prepared to fix them, they 
mutt be immediately put up. 


The arms are to be frequently infpeéted, and 
the greateft care to be taken to prevent their 


contracting ruft, to which they are particularly 


liable at fea. 


The men mutt then be allotted to births, regu- 
Jarly by companies, in the order in which, their 
arms are placed, and their packs muft be hung 

up 
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up near their births; while this arrangement is 
made, the men may be divided into meffes, after 
which, each man is to be fhewn his birth.: 


It is advifable, that every foldier on embark- 
ing (however fhort the voyage) fhould be pro- 
vided with a coarfe canvas frock, or other fatigue 
drefs, to wear while on baard. 


In inftances where troops embark under eir- 
cumftances, which render it neceflary that they 
fhould keep their ammunition in their pouches, 
the greateft caution is to be obferved. The 
pouches fhould, upon thefe o¢cafions, be received 
from the men, and placed in a fafe part of the 
fhip. 


During voyages in hot climates, the moft bene- 
ficial effeéts are derived from the ufe of windfails. 
The matter of the tranfport fhould be defired to 
have them made immediately, if not already pro- 
vided, and they fhould be conftantly hung up.— 
Thefe fails throw a ftream of cold air between 
decks, and it is not an unufual praétice amongft 
the men, at leaft amongft unexperienced foldiers, 
to tie up the bottom of them, by which this  fa- 
lutary purpofe is defeated. The ferjeant of the 
watch muft be refponfible that this irregularity is 
never committed. 


| Officers are enjoined to pay the ftricteft atten-

make feparate births a/) over the hips, by hang- 
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tion to prevent the men fleeping on deck in the 
warm weather, which they are very apt to do.— 
This praétice is generally productive of fevers 
and fluxes. 


The men are to wafh their feet every morning, 
for which purpofe there muft be two tubs of falt 
water in readinefs upon the forecaftle by fix 
o’clock in the morning; and again in the 
evening. 


They are to comb their heads every morning 


with a fmall tooth comb ; to be fhaved twice a _ 


week at leaft; and once or twice a week in the 
morning to wafh their bodies all over : to put on 
clean fhirts twice a week; and to have the 
means of changing their clothes when wet. 


Great attention is to be paid to the cleantinefs 


- of the privies ; and buckets of water are to be 


thrown down frequently in the day, to prevent 
the foil from fticking to the fides of the fhips, at 
the relief of each watch. 


The bedding is to be brought upon deck every | 


morning, if the weather will permit, by feven 
o'clock; apd to be well aired, in conformity to 
the regulations of the Tranfport Board. 


The married people are not to be allowed to 


ing 
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4ng blankets, which obftruét the circulation of the 
air; but are to have adjoining births in fome one 
part of the thip; and the women, as well as the 
men, are to be moft ftri€tly fubject to the order 
of getting up at fix o’clock A. M. when all 
their partitions muft be cleared away for the day. 


The bedding being brought up, the men are 
to proceed in fweeping, fcrubbing and fcraping 
the births and decks ; but the decks not to be 
wathed oftener than once a week, and then only 
_when the weather is dry : fumigation is ftrongly 
recommended, and is to be reforted to as fre- 
quently as circumftances will permit. 


The boards of the lower births to be removed 
once or twice a weck, to admit of cleaning under 
them. 


The officer of the watch is to be always pre- 
fent, and directing, at the cleaning of the births, 
&c. and when the dirt is all cleaned away, to 
report to the commanding officer, who will order 
the men to get their breakfaft at eight o’clock. 


A general parade to take place at nine o’clock, 
when every man muft appear as clean as his fitua- 
tion will allow; his hands and face wafhed, his 
hair well combed. | 


At dinner-time, the officer upon duty 1s to at- 
| | pe 
tend 
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tend to fee that the men are regular at their 
mefies; that their rum is mixed with at leaft 
three parts of water to one of fpirit; and fhould 
he obferve any cigcumiiance of negle& in victual- 
ling the troops, he is to report the fame to the 
officer commanding on board, who, if neceffary, 
will make his complaint thereupon, as alfo on 
any other matters touching the condué of the 
mafiers of the veffels, to the agent of tranfports. 
Minutes of all thefe circumftances fhauld be 
taken by the commanding officer and kept by 
him, if not in company with the tranfport agent. 


‘The greateft care is to be taken that the cop- 
pers be well and regularly cleaned, both before 
and after ufe, 


The men are to parade again at half an hour 
before fun-fet, quite clean, as to their perfons. 


Cooks to appear clean on parade once a day. 


At fun-fet the bedding is to be taken down, 
and at any time during the day on the appear- 
ance of bad weather. 


At eight o’clock in the evening every man is 
to be in his birth, except the men on watch: the 
officer of the watch to go round with a lanthorn 
to fee that the above has been complied with.

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The whole to be divided into three watches, Divifon., 
both fubaltern officers and men ; the watch gives $ay"Gurr. 


all the fentries, &c. &c. 


_ A captain of the day to bé appointed to whom 
the fubaltern, of the watch will make his reports ;

‘The whole watch to be always on deck, ex- 
cept when rain obliges them to go down for 
fhelter ; and, in fine weather, every man fhould 
be upon deck the whole day. 


- They are to be drilled as often as the weather 
will permit; the ufe of thot as dumb-bells, and 
any diverfions calculated for the purpofe of 
bodily exercife, thould be ‘permitted as often’as 
their other duties will allow, as of the utmoft 
confequence in maintaining the health and 
firength of the men.

THE SICK. 


THE furgeon or affiftant furgeon is to examine 
the men at morning parade; and to obferve in 
general whether there be any appearance of 
difeafe in any of them.

The fick are to be feparated from thofe in 
health as much as poffible ; upon the firft appear- 
ance of any acute infectious diforder, the fignals 
to be made to the hofpital thip ; and the difeafed 
man removed to her. 


Certain articles of diet being. put on board 
each tranfport, under the name of medical ftores, 
thefe are to be confidered as intended folely for 


the ufe of the fick, or convalefcents ; they are to . 


remain in the charge of the mafter of the tranf- 
port, and only to be iffued upon demand in 
writing made by the furgeon from time to time 
as he fhall judge proper; or, when there is no 
furgeon, upon demand of the commanding offi- 
cer, And the furgeon or commanding officer is 
to give the mafter, at the end of the voyage, a 
certificate that his demands for the faid medical 


ftores have been made only upon proper occa- 


fions, and have not been expended for any other 
ufe, than that of the fick or convalefcent. 


It is the duty of the medical officers to guard 
the men, when they get into a hot climate, againft . 


coftivenefs: and as, upon the firft arrival of the 
‘tranfports in the Weft Indies, a great number 
of canoes ufually come off with fruit, plan- 
tains, &c. generally very green and bad, the fol- 
diers are not to be allowed to buy fuch trath, and 
fhould only be fupplied with fruit and vegetables 
under the orders of the officers, and by the re- 

com- 
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commendation of perfons acquainted with the 


Weft Indies. 


If the foldiers are cleanly, well meffed, and at- 
_tended to in the feveral particulars above direct- 
ed, every reafonable hope may be entertained of 
their continuance in health. 


The foregoing regulations cannot be fo pro- 
perly concluded as by moft earneftly recommend- 
ing to the officer commanding on board each

fhip to caufe divine fervice to be performed on | 


every Sunday that the weather will permit; fe- 
leGting, where there is no clergyman on board, 
an officer whofe manners qualify him for that 
duty. Independent of the ftrong reafon which, 
in a religious view, demands the difcharge of fo 
important and facred a duty, the regular perfor- 
mance of divine fervice has ever been found to 
produce and promote cleanlinefs and good order 
among the foldiery.

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In thefe letters each General is required, in the firft 
inftance, to fpecify the actual effective ftrength and the 
eftablifiment of the different corps under his orders: 
he will mention what officer, or officers, have been in 
the command of each corps during the period in 
queftion, (not, however, adverting to every occafional 
command of a few days) and it will be his duty to ftate 
the degree of attention, which he conceives each officer 
to have beftowed on ‘his regiment, and the -progrefs it 
has made, while under his particular dire@ion, ‘in dif- 
cipline, in the field exercifes in general, and particularly 
in the manceuvres, which have been prefcribed for the 
practice of the troops by His Majefty’s command. He 
will fpecify, in regard to each regiment, whether the 
King’s regulations are, or are not, ftri€tly complied with 
in every refpect, whether the officers and non-commif- 
fioned officers are properly inftruéted, and’ whether they 
perform with promptitude and energy their duty in the 
field and in quarters, and by their conduct in their re-

FROM the 25th of this inftant May, inclufive, when 
the allowance before-mentioned commences, the foldier 
is to defray the whole expence of his bread and meat; 
with this exception, that if meat, of the quality proper 
to be provided for him, fhould exceed the price of fix- 
pence a pound, or if bread, of the houfehold quality, 
fhould exceed the price of three halfpence a pound, 
fuch excefs of price fhall be allowed to him upon a 
quantity not exceeding three quarters of a pound of 
meat, and one pound of bread a day, for each man.

| THERE being reafon to believe that 
the ordersformerly iffued, relative to the allowance of 
the extra price of meat to the non-commifhoned offi-
